Washington, Dec. 22 (UP)— 
The Senate today approved a 
compromise corporation tax bill 
to raise about $3,300,000,000 a 
year. 

Approval was by a voice vote. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 22 (AP)— 
A House-Senate conference com- 
mittee today approved  unani- 
mously a $3,300,000,000 Increase 
in corporation taxes, including ao

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77 per cent levy on excess prof-— 


its. 

The legislation would increase 
America’s tax load to the highest 
peacetime level in history—45 
billion dollars or more. 

The previous record of federal 
tax collection was set in wartime 
1945 when the Government took 
in $43,900,000,000. 

Following closely on the heels 


of last September’s pill boosting 
both individual and corporation 
taxes, the new measure is intend- 
ed to provide more billions for 
defense and curb profiteering, 
and check inflation. 


Final Action Jan. 1. 

While the committee-approved | 
measure compromises separate |} 
bills passed by the Senate and | 
House, final Congressional action | 
has been delayed until Jan. 1. 
That’s because the House, for all | 
practical purposes, has quit work | 
until after the Christmas holi- 
days. | 
The Senate, however, may ap- | 
prove the bill later today. SB oahg 
Here are the major provisions 

of the compromise legislation: 


1. A boost in the top “nor- 
mal’ tax on corporation profits 
from 45 to 47 per eent. The rate 
was boosted in the “first install- 
ment” tax bill last fall from 38 
per cent to 45 per cent. Under 
the new bill, the “normal” rate 
will be 25 per cent of the first 
$25,000 of corporation earnings 
and 47 per cent on_ profits 
above $25,000. 

2. A 77 per cent tax on excess 
profits-retroactive to July 1, 
1950. Excess profits are de- 
fined as earnings that exceed 
85 per cent of the average 
profits for the three best years 
from 1946 through 1949. 

Sets a Ceiling. 

3 A ceiling of 62 per cent 
on a corporation’s total tax. 
This means that’ collections 
from a corporation’s earnings 
through the combined normal 
and excess profit levies cannot 
exceed 62 per cent of its total 
profits. 

4. Provision that the excess 
profits levy shall expire July 1, 
1953. unless revised or renewed 
by Congress. 

5. Numerous tax relief clauses

To defray all these expenses 
the county still operates on the 
old levy of 35 cents on each $100 
of valuation, he went on, adding | 
that school districts and similar | 
agencies have increased taxes 
substantially to keep up with the 
lower value of the dollar. 

Matthews recommended 
the county hospital tax be in-| 
creased from 12 to 20 cents on lp 
the $100 valuation, to permit it 
(to operate without dipping into | 
the general revenue fund.

Answer to Mr. Farrelly

Hoover’s Shaky Rock 


Herbert Hoover proposes a “Gibraltar” policy 
for America, and Americans should ask them- 
selves whether they want to live on a rock. 

Isolationism being an unfavored word, Mr. 
Hoover protests that he is not urging isolation- 
ism. But the substance is there behind any 
word he chooses to apply. He is back at the old 
stand. He is saying now what he said before 
World War II: That America can live to itself, 
wrapped in a hemispheric cocoon, guarding the 
oceans, manning an air-and-sea Maginot Line, 
hoping that if the rest of the world should be 
organized against us the coalition might not last. 

All history is against Mr. Hoover's assumption 
that isolation is practical. The growing e-m- 
plexity of modern industrialism has made isola- 
tion less and less possible with each passing 
year. Mr. Hoover's assumption therefore is far 
less tenable now than it was in 1940. The vastly 
expanded economy we have built up in the inter- 
vening years is more intertwined with the rest 
of the world than it was then. | 

We are dependent upon Asia for raw materi- 
als, dependent upon Europe and other areas for 
trade. Cutting America down to hemispheric 
size would mean a drastic reorganization of our 
economic life, the acceptance of a permanently 
lower level of output and income. 

And that smaller America would have to carry 
by itself a relatively greater burden of arma- 
ments. In our renunciation of allies ‘excepting 
possibly Britain and Japan, neither of which 
weuld have much incentive to serve as our out- 
posts) we would never reach the bright day en- 
visioned by Mr. Hoover when the budget could 
be cut and our defense force considered com- 
plete. In our insularity we would discover that 
the oceans were not a barrier, after all, but a 
highway; and the mounting pressure of lonely 
fear would commit us to such an endless drain 
of military expenditure as to threaten not only 
our economic stability but our political freedom. 
It would be the garrison state with a vengeance, 

. ” . 

Meanwhile the rest of the world, having been 
blithely written off as untenable, would have 
every reason to join the Soviet coalition. If it 
Gid, whether by armed coercion or by political 
attraction, the massive manpower of the Comin- 
form would be united with a European economic 
machine which we ourselves had done much to 
repair and modernize. The combination would 
wield such power, by comparison with our own 
self-limited potentialities, that in the end there 
might be no need of an armed invasion to bring 
us to our knees. 

Mr. Hoover's fundamental error is that he 
draws a false conclusion from the admitted 
preblems of engaging the Soviet Union in a land 
war. As to these problems, they are a matter 
on which his counsel carries no special weight. 
They are a military matter on which the people 
can more profitably listen to their militarily 
competent advisers. 

But whether Mr. Hoover's military diagnosis 
is right or wrong, he errs demonstrably in as- 
suming that the only alternative to a land “war 
without victory” is retreat to an illusory “Gibral- 
tar.” He argues that, because we might not be 
able to defeat a Soviet-dominated European 
coalition, we should therefore take no steps to 
prevent the coalition from being organized. No 
judgment could be more mistaken. It is pre- 
cisely because we could have no security in a 
world dominated by one nation that we must 
exert every effort to forestalk such domination. 

* * * 

Nor does it follow that all our efforts must be 

military, and that all are therefore, on Mr. 
Hoover's reasoning, doomed to failure. The ex- 
perience of the Marshall plan has shown that the 
best defense against Communist attack from 
within is to give people a life and a hope which 
sterilize the seedbeds of Communism. Now we 
are engaged in a complementary effort to show 
the Kremlin that as it cannot conquer Europe 
from within so it cannot conquer Europe by 
armed invasion from without. 
In the selection of means to reach this end 
we must, of course, be prudent, cool, and far- 
sighted; we must avoid acts which would pro- 
voke the very attack we seek to forestall, and we 
must never close the door to negotiation. But it 
is essential to prove by resolution and courage 
that we will not submit to aggression in Europe 
and above all that we will not tamely abandon 
Europe to conquest short of aggression. 

There lies the road to security. The road to 
Mr. Hoover's “Gibraltar” is the road to disaster. 
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While Mrs. Knauff Sits and Waits 


The Senate's failure to adopt a bill permitting 
Mrs. Ellen Knauff, the German war bride to 
enter the United States shows how legislative 
time can be wasted. 

The House adopted this measure without a dis- 
senting vote shortly after its introduction by 
Representative Walter of Pennsylvania. But a 
Senate subcommittee, consisting of Nevada's Mc- 
Carran and Missouri's Donnell, reported the 
measure adversely. Since then, the Senate has 
done nothing about it; and the chances are that 
it will do nothing J2fore the bill and the session 
expire simultaneously. - This means that the 
whole process will have to be started afresh next 
month. 

Meanwhile, Mrs. Knauff sits on Ellis Island 
at the taxpayers’ expense, still without definite 
word as to just why the Immigration Service 
deems her a risk to national security. 

In this case, the Senate has shown scant re- 
gard for reasonable and orderly legislative pro- 
cedure, and even Jess for Mrs. Knauff’s rights 
when no charge has been proved against her. 
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Insurance for the Future 

Some of the initial published reactions of 
West Germans to the Brussels agreement are 
enough to send cold chills up and down demo- 
crats’ spines. Former Panzer General Hasso von 
Manteuffel demanded what amounts to a white- 
wash of the war crimes of former German sol- 
diers and officers in exchange for West German 
agreement to participate in the projected inte- 
grated defense force. 

Gen. Ernst Remer, who has never made any 
secret of his passion for Nazism, said he would 
rather be a traffic policeman for the advancing 
Russians than bleed to death in the Maginot 
line. And well he might. For with the East 
German Communists now welcoming former 
Nazis ardently, Remer could expect far more 
gold braid than a traffic policeman’s if the Rus- 
sians do get into West Germary. 

It is important to remember that these state- 
ments are by BO means representative of the 
opinions of even a very large group of West 
Germans. But they do indicate the anti- 
democratic attitude which persists in oné of the 
places where such sentiments are most danger- 
ous—among the former genera! officers of both 
the Wehrmacht and Hitler's SS. 

They also indicate the need for adoption of 
the Schuman plan for the pooling of West Eu- 


rope’s coal and steel. This proposal not only 
would help meet the demands of such Germans 
as Social Democrat Schumacher, who wants 
equal status in the world for West Germans. It 
also would be an essential protection for the 
rest of the West from the potential threat posed 
by a revived and remilitarized Germany. It 
would put West Germany's coal and steel, the 
bases for modern war, firmly under the joint 
control of the West. 

The Kremlin's blustering should not be per- 
mitted to block the necessary task of making 
use of West Germany's industrial production 
and manpower to strengthen the free world’s 
defenses. But the Schuman plan is effective 
and practical insurance for the unforeseeable 
future. It is a policy the West can take out now. 
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Settlement in the Yards 


The most satisfying aspect of the settlement 
of the railroad wage dispute is its reduction of 
the probability of further wildcat strikes such as 
the one which threatened utter disruption of 
Christmas, passenger and freight traffic. 

It is not good to let a dispute drag along for 
22 months as this one did. Both sides lose pa- 
tience. True, a widespread strike was averted 
last summer by Government seizure of the rail- 
roads. But when seizure was not followed by a 
settlement, defiance of governmental authority 
began to take form. The result was the pre- 
Christmas work stoppage. Now, further tie-ups 
ought to be out of the picture at least until 1952, 
when the settlement will come up for review. 

It probably would be untrue to say that the 
wildcat strike did not help to bring about the 
settlement. But it should have been possible to 
agree on these relatively moderate terms with- 
out such drastic action. The railroad yardmen 
and road service workers have been granted in- 
creases which hardly exceed current wage pat- 
terns. And, except in principle, the workers 
have given up their claim to the 40-hour week. 

This point is almost sure to be brought up in 
January, 1952, especially if, by then, there has 
been some relaxation of the strained manpower 
Situation caused by the national emergency. In 
view of the wide acceptance of the 40-hour week 
in other industries, the railroad workers will 
have every right to renew their plea, provided 
this is not done under the pressure of a national 
rail transport stoppage. 

The more immediate significance of the rail 
settlement is the inclusion of an “escalator” 
clause in the new wage agreements. Hence- 
forth, wages are to move up or down with the 
Government's cost of living figures. It seems a 
fair deduction, since this agreement was made 
under Government auspices, that similar clauses 
may become general in wage agreements worked 
out during the national emergency. This makes 
it more clear than ever that, if wages are to be 
held steady, prices also will have to be held.

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Barricades for One-Armed Bandits 


Sincere efforts by state and local communities 
to rid themselves of commerciafized gambling 
will be greatly helped by the congressional ban 
on the interstate shipment of slot machines. 
These devices, incidentally, have been so broadly 
described in the legislation that, in all probabil- 
ity, it can also be used against pin ball machines 
and other méchanical bandits. 

It has always been ironical to see Washington 
collecting taxes on the loot of devices operated 
in contravention of local laws. Henceforth, the 
Government will be co-operating with local au- 
thorities to the extent of protecting against an 
inundation of such machines from beyond state 
lines. The pattern is the same as that under 
which the Government forbids the interstate 
shipment of liquor into dry areas. Localities, 
we believe, have a right to this help in the con- 
trol of their own affairs. 

The new law helps to restrict the interstate 
activities of gambling syndicates. In this re- 
spect, it resembles prohibition of the dissemina- 
tion of racing odds and other gambling informa- 
tion for illegal purposes. It helps to cut the 
gambling problem down to local proportions at 
which it can be handled by local authorities—if 
they really want to handle it.

Some of the Senators may taik of mistaken 
identity, but it was largely their mistake. They 
should not have mistaken the irresponsible 
source of the complaints.

Public Opinion 


American people are well ahead of Truman Administration in 
readiness for mobilization, editorial says; public opinion demands 
of Government move faster; while we follow business, politics and 
pleasure as usual, dire need is for arms goals and economic curbs.

Business as usual, price and wage in- 
creases as uSual, pleasure as usual and 
politics as usual are still being pursued on 
a wide scale. 

There is a strong disposition to clutch at 
every flimsy thread of rumor that. a 
peace settlement may be in the offing 
as an excuse for postponing the day when 
we buckle down to the gigantic task of 
preparing ourselves for either war or an 
uneasy armed peace. 

In a world where aggression is rampant 
it is a perilous business to let our hopes 
so far outrun our 
preparation to deal 
with grim realities. 

Many will recall 
that President Roose- 
velt declared an un- 
limited national 
emergency more 
than six months be- 
fore Pearl Harbor. It 
came at a time when 
Hitlerism was sweep- 
ing over Europe and 
Africa and daily be- 
coming a greater menace to our own 
national security. But American troops 
were not yet engaged in the fighting and 
we had taken upon ourselves only the 
commitment of acting as the “arsenal of 
democracy.” 

Today most of our effective troops are 
in peril in faraway Korea, and we have an 
enormous commitment to join in the de- 
fense of Western Europe. The need for 
President Truman's proclamation of a na- 
tional emergency is even greater than it 
was in 1941. 

Incidentally, national 


the emergency 


proclaimed nine and one-half years ago’ is 
still in effect. But it has no significance 
in relation to the present situation, The 
new emergency demands recognition on its 
own account. 

No doubt the effect will be to bring 
into play minor executive powers not now 
being exercised, but for the most part it 
is not a question of powers. Congress gave 
the President all the authority he needs in 
the sweeping Defense Production Act of 
last September. 

The most pressing requirement at pres- 
ent is specific rearmament goals and ad- 
justment of our national economy for 
prompt achievement of those goals. In our 
opinion, there should no longer be any 
hesitation in acquiring the machine tools, 
plants, and trained personnel for full-scale 
wartime production under the pressure 
that a state of national emergency will 
give. 

Freedom cannot be defended on a shoe- 
string against the vast armies that Moscow 
is able to put into mgtion in the cause of 
aggression. 

Industrial mobilization on such a scale 
will certainly hasten the imposition of 
tighter controls over strategic materials 
and the application of wage and price 
controls as soon as is feasible. We think 
the people are ready for this. Public 
opinion seems to be demanding that the 
Administration move much faster than it 
has done in preparing for the worst, and 
that will necessarily mean tighter controls 
to avert chaos and frustration. 

Harder work and temporary restraints 
upon free enterprise will be small prices 
to pay for the avoidance of another Pearl 
Harbor—or another Korea. 


Wit, Wisdom and Weather 
From the Richmond Times-Dispatch 


The Old Farmer’s Almanac for the Year 
of Our Lord 1951 and Atomic Year 6 has 
come off the presses, carrying its usual 
long-range weather forecasts, most favor- 
able moon planting datés, prize-winning 
recipes and other nuggets of wit and wis- 
dom in the best New England tradition. 

The 1951 edition, according to the fore- 
word, “portrays, despite man’s confusions 
and troubles, how the universe continues 
in certain, predictable fashion to maintain 
its harmonious rhythms.” 

The 159-year-old Almanac claims to be 
the oldest continuously published peri- 
odical in America. Although its first edi- 
tor, Robert B. Thomas, has been dead a 
century or so, the customary message to 
patrons and correspondents in the front 
of the Almanac carries his signature. 

Answering a query from W. C., of New- 
ark, the spirit of the first editor says: 
“You ask how many gallons and pounds 
of water fell in a one-inch rain on your 
acre plot. The answer is 27,154.2 gallons 
or 226.875 pounds. Next time please in- 
clude check for the time it takes us to go 
out and measure such things.” Editor 
Thomas’ spirit takes delight in a little hu- 
mor here and there. 

Most intriguing item in the 1951 edi- 
tion, it seems to us, is a little note 
directed to department store buyers. ‘“Sum- 
mer clothes, we understand, go on sale 
in most of our American department stores 
during the last week in March and the 
first week of April,” says the Almanac. 

“Now the weather forecast of the Old 
Farmer's Almanac for these two weeks 
cannot by any stretch of the imagination 
be taken as authoritative or final. So we 


do not want you buyers to become unduly 
alarmed by the forecast Abe Weatherwise 
has made for these two weeks—namely, 
‘Rains ice cubes’ and “Temperature drop 
might kill the apple crop’.. .” 

In other words, if it rains ice cubes and 
the weather in general is frigid those two 
weeks, don’t you department store buyers 
siy that Abe Weatherwise didn’t warn you. 
And if it’s as dry as the Sahara and hot 
as the inside of an oven, don’t blame Abe, 
because the Almanac said not to cdénsider 
the forecast as authoritative. 

Editor Thomas must be proud of his 
successor who wrote that note to depart- 
ment store buyers. 


NEW TREASURY WATCHDOG.

The Long Fisted Grip 


THE WAY WE LIVE NOW, by Anthony Trollope. With 
an introduction by Marion E, Dodd. (Alfred A. Knopf, 
825 pgs., $3.95.) 

In his “Autobiography,” the prolific and 
prodigious Trollope recorded some doubt 
as to his remaining “among those who in 
the next century (he died, aged 67, in 
1882) will be known as the writers of Eng- 
lish fiction.” The last decade has strik- 
ingly proved how wrong he was. Not only 
was he (1945) at the top in wartime British 
reading popularity, but he has since been 
the focus of a lively continuation of in- 
terest. Three years ago, for instance, 
Doubleday issued a swank ten-dollar edi- 
tion of his “Barchester Towers” at the same 
timé the Oxford Press wgs adding “Is He 
Popenjoy?” to its Trollope shelf and was 
bringing out that delightful volume of 
self-contained selections called “‘The Trol- 
lope Reader.” 

Since then, the house of Knopf has 
joined the Trollope parade with “Domestic 

Manners of the 

Americans,” by Trol- 

lope’s indefatigable 

mother, and his own 

“Orley Farm,” of 

which this handsome 

new edition of “The 

Way We Live Now” 

is a typographical 

twin. Trollope is 
not only very much 

/ alive, but walks

guished dress. 

Trollopeans natu- 
rally divide over the 
relative merits of the 

Anthony Trollope more than 40 novels 
that poured from this “strong, genial, 
abundant” writer, as Henry James called 
him in pointing to the “something master- 
ly in his large-fisted grip.” But if few go 
along with his biographer Michael Sadleir 
in naming ““‘The Way We Live Now” sec- 
ond only to “Dr. Thorne.” most would 
probably agree with Miss Dodd that it is 
one of the best novels he ever wrote. 


Trollope himself didn’t cherish it. More 
social historian than sharp-toothed satirist, 
he was “instigated” to write it by what to 
him was “the commercial profligacy of the 
age” (the 1870s in England). “The book,” 
he wrote in his “Autobiography,” “has all 
the fault which is attributed to almost all 
satires.... The accusations are exaggerat- 
ed. The vices are coloured, so as to make 
effect rather than to represent the truth.” 


Perhaps so. But Trollopeans can be the 
best judges of that. The England that 
Esme Wingfield-Stratford painted as ‘‘The 
Victorian Sunset” was not quite an un- 
smirched field of daisies. It had its share 
and more of the low polities, international 
financial adventurers, spectacular proflig- 
acy, and ramified dishonesties that, as any 
competent social history will show, are not 
overdrawn in this “fierce, tremendous 
book.” 

In ‘it, a pitiless pen portrays a gallery 
of weaklings and worse, notably the “great 
French swindler,” Augustus Melmotte, who 
steals the story from Lady Carbury, who 


—‘‘thoroughly unprincipled from want of 


the knowledge of honesty’’—was meant by 
Trollope to be “the chief character.” 
Among present-day reprints, few in fic- 
tion are more likely to please a discrimi- 
nating reader. ALVIN R. ROLFS.

“T’m so busy that I don’t have 
the time to even realize I’m re- 
tired,” Mack told the usual crowd 
of press and radio men who vis- 
ited him in his Shibe Park tower 
office. 
Mail for Connie still pours into 
the office from over all the 
world. And he replies to every 
letter. It keeps him going five 
days a week. The routine Mack 
has followed ever since he took 
over the Athletics in 1901 hasn't 
varied any. Every morning at 10 
—sometimes earlier—the ever- 
straight-backed dean of baseball 
men can be seen in his office 
chair. He generally works until 
about 1 p.m. and then goes home. 
Baseball Will Survive. 
Speaking in customary man- 
ner, Mack discussed the problems 
of baseball. 
“Of course,” he said, “the wel- 
fare of the nation must come 
first and baseball must be pre- 
pared to do whatever it can to 
help.

In 1941 Eddy met his wife Sally in a dime store. 
(‘Remember how they say, ‘I Met My Miuillion- 
dollar Baby in the Five and Ten’?” he drawls.) 
They have two children and this year moved back 
on a farm outside of Nashville. It’s a change 
from the old Arnold homestead, however, because 
it's big and prosperous. Eddy raises cattle and is 
starting to breed his horses with the famous non- 
bouncing running walk. Much of the year, of 
course, he’s on the road to various shows and fairs 
where he is paid fabulous sums to exercise his 
vocal chords. Last year he made two movies for 
Columbia Pictures.

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Two Comedies Out of the Rut 
O put first things first, James Stewart does not begin to 
TD coprecimate Frank Fay’s magic and marvelous stage per- 
formance of Elwood P. Dowd, the whimsical lush, in 
“HARVEY.” Jimmy, in the film version now at the MISSOURI 
THEATER, is handicapped first of all by an 
ineradicable appearance of normality and san- 
ity. The actor playing Elwood has to shat- 
ter reality and take the audience into his own 
private dream-world of daffy good-will, of 
bibulous happiness and tender imagination. 


As it is, Stewart’s naturalistic-low-keyed style 
of playing is not equal to it. He displays

But, considering 
that he (or anyone else except Fay, for that matter) is miscast 
as Elwood, Stewart does a good job. He particularly makes the 
scene, here played in an alley outside a bar, in which he telis 
why he finds the true warmth of humanity in his saloon friend- 
ships, very effective. 

The movie treatment hasn't improved Mary Chase's satire 


on the disadvantages of alleged normality. As a matter of fact, 
its efforts to expand it away from the customary stagesets are 
usually repetitious and clumsy. But it is too good a comedy to 
suffer overly much from this. There is much gentle hilarity 
and penetrating truth in it still. Josephine Hull repeats her 
fine stage performance of the sister, and Cecil Kellaway is 
also effective as the head of the mental institute whom Elwood 
converts to believing in giant rabbits. Our old Muny Opera 
friend, Billy Lynn, does a nice bit as Judge Gaggney. 

The other feature, “MAD WEDNESDAY,” is a refreshing 
return to the old free-wheeling visual comedy of the silent 
days, with Harold Lloyd returning to the screen as a downtrod- 
den bookkeeping worm who turns into a roaring extrovert on 
the strength of some drinks especially concocted for him. in 
honor of his forsaking teetotalism. Written and directed by 
Preston Sturges, who appreciates Lloyd’s style, it shows the 
effects of rough cutting (‘it was held off the screen five years 
by RKO) and ‘; uneven, but there are some outrageously funny 
moments, particularly when Harold and Jimmy Conlin are on 
a skyscraper ledge with a lion, a situation happily reminiscent 
of Lloyd’s famous “Safety Last.” 


The Gifted Mr. Guinness 


“Last Holiday,” British importation at the SHADY 
OAK, is a typical product of J. B. Priestly, who wrote 
the screenplay. It is solid, full of carefully drawn and 
varied English characters from the crusty aristocratic, the 
pompous, the keen, the bullish, to th~ crass, 
the dissolute and the effete. It has a strain 
of mysticism and of irony, an  onsiderah'e 
pathos. The mysticism, however, fails of 
delicacy or allusiveness. The irony is neither 
wry, nor penetrating. And the pathos is saved 
from being heavy-handed by the extraordi- 
nary. finesse of Alec Guin: ss in the central 
role, that of a diffident farm machinery salesman who thinks 
he is going to die, squanders his savings in a last fling 
at an exclusive seaside resort, and there discovers life can 
be rich and rewarding and at he can impre important 
people in a manner he never dreamed of. Mr. Pricstley’s 
treatment, far from having the desired subtlety, is distinctly 
beefy and plodding, and he has a hard time winding up the 
ironic twist of his ending. But Mr. Guinness’s work gives 
the film some distinction and interest. 

Guinness, who can and does make himself seem ex- 
ceédingly wispy and insignificant in contrast to the cutting 
authority he demonstrates as Disraeli in the forthcoming 
“The Mudlark,” gives a beautifully underplayed perform- 
ance as the doomed salesman, displaying a perception, an art- 
fulness, a subtileness, and a quiet power which is just what 
the screenplay lacks, and makes the character quite t. uching. 


The Gallant Mrs. Miniver Again 


Those epitomes of the best in British character, the 
Minivers,' who won Oscars for M-G-M and Greer Garson in 
1942, have returned to the screen in a sequel, “THE MINI- 
VER STORY,” at LOEW’S STATE, which takes up around V-E 

day and goes through the fix phase of Eng- 
land's peace-time austerity program. Again 
we have Greer and Walter Pidgeon as the 
couple, although the f-mily seems a little 
mixed vn now and the son ic considerably 
younger. This time, however, there is a 
creaking of manufactured parts about the 
drama, and a cloud of soap-bubbles over th~- 
incidents. 

For what happens to Greer shouldn't happen to a Duz 
radio heroine. First she has to set straigh* a very sincere 
American colonel (John Hodiak), who fancies himself in 
love with her, the silly boy, ar” * him packin~ back 
to his wife, leaving a wistful but very correct romantic fra- 
grance in the air. Then too, Mrs. Miniver is suffering from 
what is delicately referred to as an incurable disease, and 
has only . year to live. Pt she never, never lets a hint of 
it obtrude on the happiness of her loved ones, for she has 
many problems to solve, among which the hardships 
of austerity are a mere trifle. Her husband has a 
}--4 time getting readjusted to civili‘n life, and thinks of 
leaving England for a m~-~ hospitable and profitable clime, 
but she very adroitly sets him back upon the path of British 
duty. Her daughter (Cathy O'Donnell) is infatuated with a 
wickedly fascinating and brilliant general (Leo Genn) a mar- 
ried man, no less, but Greer breaks that up by ever so 
subtle psychology and maneuvers the ~irl into the arms of 
the proper vill.ge boy. Greer is so-0-o-~ beautiful, gallant, 
charming, lady-like and self-sacrifici that our heart simply 
bled and I’m sure there wasn’t a dry e among the sus- 
ceptible. I --uld only wish: tha* among al! her rare quali- 
ties the «-~-’>t would also allow her to be bit human.

Perhaps the presents will be 
unwrapped at the breakfast table. 
In many households, Christmas 
breakfast is almost as important 
as dinner although, of course, it 
will be much simpler. There will 
be fruit, cereals for the children, 
at least sausage or bacon, and 
almost invariably a special sweet 
bread that may be in wreath or 
tree form. It will be rich with 
shortening and sugar, dried fruits 
and nuts. 

Nearly every country has one 
or more special Christmas yeast 
breads. This bread is known as 
Kugelhupf in Austria, and as 
Crown Cake in Hungary. 

The famous Spanish King’s 
Cake is also mixed and formed 
in the same way. One of my 
Scotch friends adds rolled oats 
to the yeast dough for, what she 
calls, Scot’s Wreath. 

Kugelhupf. 

One-fourth cup lukewarm 
water, one package dry or one 
cake compressed yeast, three- 
fourths cup butter, one-half cup 
sugar, one teaspoon salt, six egg 
yolks, three and one-half cups 
sifted flour. one cup milk, scalded 
and cooled, three-fourths cup 
seedless raisins, one lemon rind, 
grated, one cup blanched al- 
monds, two egg whites, stiffly 
beaten. 

Add water to dry yeast ‘or 
crumbled yeast. Stir well, and let 
stand 10 minutes. Cream butter 
with sugar, salt and 
until well blended, and add yeast. 


Add sifted flour alternately with | 
the scalded milk. Beat well. Add | 


fruit, half the almonds and fold 


in stiffly-beaten egg whites. Form |

into Turk’s head or ict 
pan. Sprinkle with remaining al- 
monds.

Bake in moderate oven (350 de- 
grees F.) about one and one-quar- 
ter hours. Cover pan with paper 
during last part of baking to pre- 
vent almonds browning too much, 


Scot's Wreath Cake. 


One package dry, or one cake 
compressed yeast, crumbled; one- 
fourth cup lukewarm water, one- 
half cup butter one-half cup 
sugar, one teaspoon salt, one cup 
rolled oats, one cup scalded milk, 
one egg, beaten, one-third cup 
seedless raisins, one-fourth cup 
sliced, blanched almonds, two 
tablespoons candied citron, one 
teaspoon grated lemon rind, four 
cups sifted bread flour. 

Mix yeast with water and let 
stand 10 minutes. Combine but- 
ter. One-half cup sugar, salt and 
rolled oats in large bowl. Add 
scalded milk, stir and cool. Stir 
yeast mixture, and add. Stir in 
egg, raisins, almonds, citron, and 
lemon rind. Add flour gradually. 
Knead just until elastic on floured 
board. Place in greased bow! and 
brush top with shortening. Cover 
and let rise in warm place until 
double in bulk. Divide dough in 
half. Make each half into three 
parts. Roll each half into a long 
strand about 20 inches or more, 
Make a braid and shape into a 
wreath on a greased cooky sheet. 
Brush with beaten egg. Let rise 
until double in bulk and bake in 
a moderate oven (350 degrees F.) 
about 30 minutes. Cool and ice 
with confectioners’ sugar and 
water icing. Garnish with flower 
and leaf decorations cut from cit- 
ron and candied cherries. Yield: 
two wreath-shaped loaves.

A Father's Slap in the Face

N the pleasant days of old, 

when William Howard Taft 

was President of the United 
States and no one had to pay 
any income tax at all, a Lithu- 
anian tailor had a small daugh- 
ter who was suddenly stricken 
dumb. 

Although a poor man, he 
brought her to Dr. Charles E. 
deM. Sajous, for whom the 
University of Pennsylvania cre- 
ated a chair of Endocrinology, 
not long before his death 20 
years ago. 

‘Trembling with emotion the 
little tailor said: 

“Doctor, I know you are a 
famous man and charge lots of 
money. Before I die, I will pay 
you all you ask for what you 
do for my little girl. Please 


make my Litzka speak again.” 
* * 
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DR. SAJOUS WAS a notori- 
ously kind and generous man. 
He told the pale father not to 
worry about the bill. To the 
silent child he smiled and asked 
her not to be afraid of his in- 
struments and lights. After a 
prolonged examination, the spe- 
cialist looked puzzled. 

He could find no explanation 
for the sudden affliction. There 
were no physical symptoms. Af- 
ter taking Litzka into another 
room—where there were pic- 
ture books and dolls for little 
girls to play with—he began to 
question her father. What was 
Litzka’s history? 

“Her mother died in giving 
her birth,” the father explained. 
“I brought her over here from 
Lithuania. I held her in my 
arms most of the trip. I fed 
her and kept her clean and I 
sang her to sleep. She is all I 
have. And a better child there 
never was. While she was still 
a baby, she slept in a basket in 
my cleaning and pressing shop. 

It is in a basement near the 
public school. 

“I picked that spot because 
I didn’t want her to have far 
to go, or streets to cross, when 
the time came to send her to 
school. I used to get down on 
the floor and play games with 
her I taught her how to walk 
and how to talk English and 
Lithuanian, too. I told her 
about her beautiful mother and 
I explained about God and I 
told her how her mother had 
gone home to be with God, and 
some day we both would be 
with her, too. No people could 
be closer or love each other 
more than Litzka and me. Now 
she goes to school, and the 
teacher is proud of how smart 
is my Litzka. And then—all 
at once—” 
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THE TAILOR LIFTED his 
palms against his cheeks and 
wept. The doctor waited until 
the storm had passed then he 
said crisply: 

.“But you haven’t told me 
everything. What are you hold- 
ing back?” 

The tailor’s eyes were star- 


tled and full of a sudden fear. 
“What happened?” insisted 
Dr. Sajous. 
“I will tell you,” groaned the 
unhappy man. “Never in all 
her life has Litzka heard one 
harsh word from me. Nothing 
but kindness—nothing, nothing, 
nothing! Until night before last! 
“I had a bad day, I burned 
a customer’s coat and other 
things happened and it was 
stifling hot in my shop and my 
temper was short. And Litzka 
was whistling. It bothered me 
and I asked her not to whistle. 
She stopped and then she start- 
ed again. Four times I told 
her to stop whistling. The last 
time I slapped her face. I did. 
I did it! 
“She has never spoken since.” 
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FOR A WHILE Dr. Sajous 
remained very thoughtful. Then 
he went out and returned, lead- 
ing Litzka by the hand. 

“It will be very simple to 
correct this trouble,” he said 
firmly. “And Litzka, my dear, 
it is not going to hurt except 
just for a moment. I am going 
to give you a slight shock from 
an electric battery and your 
nerves will react properly.” 

Not one of the three spoke 
while Dr, Sajous prepared the 
apparatus and laid a small disc 
attached to a cord against the 
small white throat. A long si- 
lence—broken at last by a 
childish voice: 

“Daddy, it’s all gone. I can 
talk—just like before.” 
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WHEN HE WOULD TELL 
this story among friends, Dr. 
Sajous always said he was em- 
barrassed because the little 
tailor sank to his knees and 
kissed the hem of his coat. 

“He did not know,” the Doc- 
tor added, “that the apparatus 
was not completely connected. 
There was no shock. It was all 
imagination—a little triumph of 
mind over matter and yet—” 
here the Doctor became very 
thoughtful—“I am afraid there 
was a part. of the _ psychic 
wound that would never be 
completely healed. 

“You see, something almost 
perfect existed between Litzka 
and her father. It was the kind 
of perfection that, early in a 
little one’s life, exists between 
many parents and their chil- 
dren. It is founded on one thing 
—the perfect trust that the 
child has, a belief in a perfect 
love that will guard them with 
care and never betray. 

“Sooner or later we fathers 
and mothers smash that beauti- 
ful thing. In a moment of ex- 
asperation, a little flurry of 
temper, we strike a blow and 
destroy something that, once 
gone, is gone forever. We still 
love our children and our chil- 
dren still love us, of course, but 
perfect trust is no more. 

“If only we could master our- 
selves and cherish that first 
wonderful faith so that it 
would never pass away, wouldn’t 
it be a better world?” 


A Morning 


Performance 
At the Met

NEW YORK, Dec. 22. 


HE nicest Christmas gift, 
T next to a rich uncle, is the 

unexpected one. And no 
matter what Santa leaves under 
the tree on Christmas eve, I am 
already in his debt. 

The unexpected gift arrived 
in the form of a small slip of 
white paper, sent by Rise Stev- 
ens, a canary with class. It was 
good for one admission to the 
dress rehearsal of “Die Fleder- 
maus,” a rollicking souffle of 
an operetta by Johann Strauss 
which is the holiday gift of the 
Metropolitan Opera to Broad- 


‘Way. 


The rehearsal would begin, 
the ticket said, at 10:30 a.m. 
The note accompanying it ad- 
vised me to get there early, as 
there are no reserved seats on 
such an occasion. First come, 
first served and the peanut gal- 
lery take the hindmost. 

When I arrived at 9:55 a.m. 
the house was almost complete- 
ly filled, proving again that 
free loaders are early birds. 

If it seems odd to get up cold 
from the breakfast coffee and 
go to the opera, the feeling 
passes the minute one gets into 
the old building. It is pat- 
terned after the inside of a 
derby. This necessitates a 
blaze of electricity at all times, 
which makes the red and gilt 
interior look the same any hour 
of the 24. 
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THE LIGHTS DIMMED 
promptly at 10:30 a.m., and 
Eugene Ormandy, guest con- 
ductor of the Strauss operetta, 
last produced at the Met just 
45 years ago, strode to the 
podium. Instead of white tie 
and tails, the conductor’s uni- 
form, Ormandy was tastefully 
attired in a rumpled white shirt 
open at the throat and a pair of 
gray slacks. 

The overture, all light and 
sparkle, ended in a burst of 
applause, and the golden cur- 
tains opened on a ravishing new 
production, designed and di- 
rected in large part by Broad- 
way. And in this Strauss hors 
d’oeuvre laid in 1874, the Main 
Stem certainly shows the old 
Met how to rustle its bustle 
engagingly. 

Some place backstage, Gar- 
son Kanin, Broadway playwright 
and producer, was putting the 
finishing touches to this, his 
first directing job at the Met. 
Down front sat Howard Dietz, 
vice president of Metro-Gold- 
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win-Mayer who, with Kanin

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wrote the new English libretto 
for “Die Fledermaus.” 
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NO OPERA STORY ever 
makes sense and even Kanin 
and Dietz, who have written 
some of Broadway's best mu- 
sical comedy lyrics during the 
last 20 years, don’t try to with 
this farce, a raffish tale of a 
two-timing wife, her equally 
tres gay husband and their 
opera bouffe ventures at a ball 
and in a jail. 

Broadway even contributed 
one of its comics, Jack Gilford, 
as the drunken jailer of the 
operetta, a role for which Ru- 
dolph Bing, the Met’s new di- 
rector, tried valiantly to en- 
gage Danny Kaye. 

Only once did Ormandy stop 
the dress rehearsal, so beauti- 
ful to the eye, thanks to Broad- 
way designer Rolf Gerard. In 
the second act, he asked Miss 
Stevens, disguised as a prince 
(and if that isn’t operatic non- 
sense, what is?) Patrice Munsel 
and Lijuba Welitch, the red- 
headed Bulgarian soprano, to go 
back over some stage business 
with the chorus. 

All in all, Ormandy had far 
more trouble with his trousers 
than with the chorus, orchestra 
or the principals. Despite a 
wide belt, he kept grabbing at 
them frantically all during the 
performance. It was a sort of 
homely gesture for the Met and 
earned a big hand. 
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BY AND LARGE, the revival 
of “Die Fledermaus” is slightly 
wonderful. The musie is vint- 
age champagne from beginning 
to end. And Lijuba Welitch as 
the two-timing wife is as sultry 
as in “Salome,” which had the 
Met smouldering for days when 
she first sang it a few years 
ago. Here is a stage trollop 
with a wallop. 

I think the Met might do it- 
self a favor if it would just sct 
this operetta up in the other 
alley, ie., in a regular Broad- 
way theater, and let ’er run as 
long as the paying customers 
hold out. It might amortize 
some of the Met’s obligations or 
debts, as we short hairs say. 

And anyway, Metsie-wetsie, a 
merry Christmas to you, too, 
and a bright New Year.
